Creiini of tartar too is seldom 
pure when it reaches tlie hands of the im>ii- 
suiiier. ( )ii the whole the pe<iple of the 
Uoniiuion are to be congratulated on the 
purity of their food supply. .\ veiy small 
proportion of tlu! staple articles nere 
found to lie acUilterati'd and the iii.-itt'i ials 
mixed with inost of the other articles were 
s.iid to he ctiiiiparatively harmless. The 
repoi i of tho analj'sts deals with Caniula, 
east of the Rocky Mountains. There is 
no report for 'British Ctdumbia, but it is 
fair to preBumo that the food sujiply of 
this pfovincu is, to say the least, a& pure 
as that of tho eastern jiurts of the Uomin- 
ion.
